WASHINGTON, D. C.. May M.-No 


more mo*qultoes In the New York sum- 
mer reeortt! 
The decree has gone forth, and even 


the New Jersey mosquito must surren- 
der to the onslaughts of small fishes' 
and kerosene. 


The Agricultural Department has re- 


ceived the Information that a number 
of summer resorts In the vicinty of 
New Tork City are taking measures 
for the wholesale destruction of mos- 
quitoes. 
Some of the places where this ana- 


mosqulto crusade has begun ate center 
Island, Summit. South Orange. N. J., 
and mushing andi Richmond Hill. L, I- 
\It has recently been , discovered that 
mosquitoes are not only annoying but 
dangerous. An, English doctor haa 
demonstrated that these little pesta 
are active" instruments In the spread of 
malaria. Bis discovery cost him a se- 
vere attack of malarial fever, as to one 
of his experiments he allowed himself 
to be bitten by a mosquito which -had 
previously .bitten a man who wasjnif- 
fering from malaria. 


Prof. It O, Howard, the distinguished 


entomologist of the Agricultural 
De- 


partment, from whom the Sunday 
World obtained this Information, says: 
"The local officials and citizens are 
about to do what I suggested in my 
bulletin of last summer. 


'.'There* are three ways by which mos- 


quitoes may be absolutely exterminated 
— by the thorough" drainage of all 
swamps and breeding-places,* by the 
introduction of small fishes %tto , all 
pools, and Ay the treatment of such 
pools by kerosene. Any one of these 
methods will be successful without the 
use of the others. 
"Th» quantity of kerosene to be used 


is, approximately, ona ounce xto fifteen 
square feet of water surface, and ordta- 
aHIy the application need not be re- 
newed tar one month, Two localities 
were rid of the .mosquito plague "by the 
use of kerosene alone. 
"Experiments on a large scale have 


, been made by the Eev. John D. Long 
' at Oak Island Beach, Long Island 


Sound,' and Mr. "W. R. Hopson near 
Bridgeport, Conn., also on the shores of 
Long Island Sound. The experiments 
in both cases Indicated the efficacy of 
the remedy when applied intelligently. 


"On ponds of any size the quickest 


and most perfect method of forming a 
film of kerosene arill be to spray the oil 
over the surface of the water. 


"At relatively slight expense a coun- 


try club on 8taten£sland has during 
one season practically stopped 
the 


breeding of mosquitoes in ponds and 
marshes in the vicinity by -the use of 
kerosene alone. This -substance has al- 
so been used with good effect by the 
Town Improvement Society at Sum- 
mit, N. J., in woodland pools and 
swamp land. The remedy, which de- 
. pends upon the draining of breeding- 


places, needs no extended discussion." 
* Experiments conducted by C. H. Rus- 


sell, of Bridgeport, Conn., . show that 
while a fishless lake contained tens of 
thousands of mosquito larvae, a lafee 
containing fish bad no larvae. The 
common fish known as "sticklebacks," 
active and voracious, are recommended 
as especially adapted for ridding ponds 
of mosquitoes. Most small fishes -are 
'also considered valuable_ for destroy- 
ing mosquito larvae. 


MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA. 


Don't let a, mosquito -bite you. 
At any rate, be sure It does not belong 


to the genus anophele. 
Or, if by chance you should permit a 


mosquito of the anophele type to present 
its bill, take precautions that it la not a 
femalt. 
It may mean malaria. 
A plague of mosquitoes has just brok- 


en out in South Carolina. With it has 
come' an epidemic of malaria. 
The same result follows the same 


cause everywhere. 
In every section where the mosquito 


manifests Itself there, la sure to be ma- 
laria. The New1 Jersey mosquito is not 
•nly an annoyance; It is a danger. On 
long Island, where mosquitoes appear In 
abundance; malarial fever is apt to ac- 
company them, 


The mosquito season is just beginning. 


So i» the outing season. Every one 
knows that mosquitoes swarm in Great- 
er New Tork to the early spring and 
cummer. There Is scarcely a summer re- 
tort along the coast which is free from 
the pest. 
.By -taking ordinary precautions, how- 
ever, one may tree himself from the 
danger of malarial fever. 
, 


Close-meshed screens on the doors and 


windows, kerosene on on stagnant water 
near the house, will stave off malaria. 


NO MOSQUITO. 
MALARIA. 


Malarial infection cannot take place 


where the mosquito Is barred. Malaria 
is one of the most dangerous of diseases. 
* The mosquito-malaria idea is now an 
acknowledged scientific fact. It is not a 
theory. Mosquitoes, and they alone, are 
the principal transmitters of the disease. 


Malaria is a specific disease has been 


known since 1880, when Dr. Charles Louis 
Alphonse Laveran, a French Algerian, 
discovered it. It is one of the mow pe- 
culiar diseases known to medical sci- 
ence. 


A little 'parasite gets into the blood It- 


self and feeds upon the red blood cor- 
puscles. 


Under the microscope these parasites 


may be s«en In various stages of devel- 
opment They came the characteristic 
chill which attends malarial fever. If 
blood be kept «n a warm surface which 
ha* the same temperature aa tba human 
blood the "malaria bug" may b* Men to 
grow and prosper bwtor* one's eye*.

THE ITALIAN EXPERIMENTS. 


Dr. Patrick MansOn, professor of medi- 


cifie In tbe School of Tropical Diseases, 
London, carried 'out in 1900 a series of 
experiments in Italy which demonstrat- 
ed that the mosquito Is responsible fgr 
nine-tenths of all the malaria in the 
world 


Dr. Manaon, ,as early as 1884, while a 


resident at Amoy, China, began Investi- 
gating fevers and their causation, find- 
ing even, then that mosquitoes were one 
of the principal causes of various febrile 
diseases. To Dr. Manson Is, therefore, 
due mucfa of the credit of finding the 
connection between malaria and th« mos- 
quito. 
It was through Dr.' Hanson's 
efforts 


that in 1900 a remarkable experiment war 
carried out IB Italy. The British Govern- 
ment equipped an expedition for the pur- 
pose of gathering evidence against tne 
mosquito, 
• 


A small house was built in the moat 


malarious section of the Campagna. It 
waa a low-lying, single-story structure 
with numerous doors and windows. All 
these had mosquito-proof netting, there 
being seventy meshes to .the inch. 


Underneath the eaves of the house an 


open space ran parallel with the top of 
tbe windows. This space was likewise 
covered by netting. 


This opening was made BO that tb* in- 


mates of the cottage would not Buffer 
from the beat of the country during the 
hot season, lasting from June ta October. 


HOW NOT TO HAVE MALARIA. 
The house on completion was occupied 
by Dra. G' C. Lour and Louis Banborn, 
also by Big. Tend, an Italian Investiga- 
tor. A retinue of servants was hi at- 
tendance upon the investigators. 


The scientists "did not live in tbe cot- 
tage during the entire course of the ex- 
periment. They only entered the screen- 
houae at night. It was the rule that 
every one should be indoors an hour'be- 
fore sundown and that no one should go 
out until an hour after sunrise. 


Free access to the Campagna swamps 
was had during' the day. No •medicine of 
any" kind was taken by any -of the party 
.during-the'experiment. 


At ,the end of' the allotted tim«—from 
June to October—not one 'Of tbe party 
bad contracted the least sign of malarial 
Infection. 
To clinch matters, some night-flying fe- 


male malarious mosquitoes were caught 
and sent to London In a box. Dr. Man- 
son's son allowed himself, for the sake 
of science, to be bitten by these insects. 
In three days' time he had Incipient ma- 
laria, and by the end of tbe week the 
malady was in full swing. 


The Campagna experiment proved' a 


complete success. It not only demon 
strated that the mosquito caused ma 
larla, but it fastened the crime upon th« 
very, species and even the sex responsi- 
ble for the disease. 


IN TROPIC COUNTRIES. 


Independent investigations were con- 


'dncted by Major Ronald Ross, an offi- 
cer in the Bast India service of tbe Brit- 
ish Army. Major Ross'-work also de- 
monstrated the malaria-meequito theory, 
aud tbe British (Government, through.Its 
School for Tropical Diseases, is estab- 
lishing mosquito-proof houses is all 
places where malaria Is prevalent. 
But long before the time of Laveran, 


Manson or Ross recognized the fact that 
malaria, or a kindred disease under an- 
other name, prevailed in swampy places. 
Greeks 
and 
Romans 
drained 
their 


swamps and lowlands In very early 
times. Before their time Eastern na- 
tions fought fevers by draining off stag- 
nant water from unhealthy places and 
purifying drinking water. 


Not all mosquitoes cause malaria. 


Though there are upward of 250 known 
species, it is proved that only those of 
a single genus are^malaria making. These 
are the anopheleatt There' is another ge- 
nus—the culex—which Is still under sus- 
picion, 
v 


The dangerou* anophele is, however, 


widely 
distributed—in fact, malarious 


mosquitoes are mixed up with the others 
to an extent which makes one susplcirob 
of anything in the mosquito line. 


HOW TO TELL A MALARIA MOS- 


QUITO.

Ht,re Is a simple way in which a ma- 
larial moequlto may' be distinguished 
from a harmless one. Anopheles, when 
sucking blood, hold tbemselves at right 
angles to tbe -surface from which they 
are drawing their supply, their bind leg* 
sticking straight up in the air. Harm- 
less mosquitoes rest on an their feet, 
holding their bodies parallel to the skin.

DON'T LET THE MOSQUITO BREED. 


Now that It IL well known that mo*- 


qultoes cause malaria, the best prevent- 
ive is to stop the mosquito before *b« 
has developed to the disease-spreading 
stage. This is; easll/ done. 


Mosquitoes breed In stagnant water. 


They take up their .abode In rain barrel*, 
tin can* full of water or other places 
where ttiU water is, found. 


The female mosquito deposits eggs on 


the surface of the water~at the rate of 
about 300 eggs every three days. In four 
generations one mosquito may give birth 
to no less than 300,000,000 mosquitoes. 
,NoW, If the water near houses be cov- 
ered with a thin coating of kerosene oil 
mosquito eggs are killed. Even If the 
young mosquitoes have been hatched 
out, the .oiled water will destroy them. 
Young mosquitoes requjke to come to the 
surface to breathe. If tbe water is cov- 
ered with otl they at once succumb to 
the fumes, of petroleum and are practi- 
cally suffocated. 


In Richmond Hill and other suburbs of 


New Tork societies have been organized 
for -the extermination of. mosquitoes. 
Stagnant water wherever found is, if 
posfelb^e, drained off. If it is not prac- 
ticable to do this, kerbsene oil is poured 
upon the.water, and thus the mosquito 
meets ita fate. 


Incidentally, the spread of malaria Is 


prevented.

Carious Finding by the Chi- 


nese Bureau About «. hi- 


nese Population. 


Twenty-seven thousand certificates 


have been issued by the Internal Rev- 
enue Department to Chinese in the 
Territory of Hawaii At midnight to- 
night the work of registration will 
cea/se, and any Chinaman found within 
its borders thereafter without a cer- 
tificate, will be deported. According to 
the Chinese bureau the last census 
returns showed only 21.000 Chinese 
here, which leaves a margin of 6,000 
to be accounted for. 
Census Superintendent Atkinson is 
sure of bis totals, and in talking over 
the matter last night, said that the. 
Chinese bureau is probably figuring on 
tbe Chinese census of 1896. Between 
that year and 1900 many Chinese came 
into Hawaii. Very likely some of the^ 
discreprancy noted is due to the fact' 
thaL while mixed Hawaiian' and Chi- 
nese are registered as Chinese by the 
certification bureau, they appear 
in 
the census for what they actually are. 
Mr. Atkinson does not see how the 
figures of the ,1900 census can 
have 
been used as, so far as he is aware, 
they have not been officially given out^

AN ERUPTION? 


News of a Possible Outbreak 


From the Kilau- 


ea Crater. 


The report of an earthquake being 


felt at Waiohinu, Hawaii, on June S, 
which appeared in yesterday's Adver- 
tiser, coupled with news brought by 
Captain Simerson of the steamer Mau- 
na Loa, that smoke has been seen is- 
suing from the crater 
of Kilauea, 
seems to point to another eruption. 
Captain Simerson says he watched the 
crater from Honnapo, about thirty- 
five miles distant from Kilauea, and 
in .the three days he remained there 
the smoke increased in volume. Resi- 
denta' of Honuapo had been watching 
the scene, and called his attertion tu 
it upon his arrival. His last v;<rw of 
the volcano revealed great volumes of 
smoke pouring out » of tne crater. 
The inhabitants expected a flow of 
lava in a short time. The last erup- 
tion occurred about four years ago.
